unions. That has been up in the last 
two appropriation bills, and it will un- 
doubtedly go into toe next one." 


The attitude of many members of 


congress makes it sure that the ex- 
emption of labor unions and farm or- 
ganizations from operations of the 
trust acts are to go into one of the 
anti-trust bills. President Wilson has ; 
expressed himself as opposed to any 
discrimination of that kind, and the 
administration bills which were pre- 
sented to congress did not contain 
these provisions. 


May Reeort to Caucus. 


About tbe only way in which a dls- . 


crimination in favor of labor unions 
could be presented is a resort to 
the Democratic caucus, with pledges 
enough in advance secured through 
the efforts of the administration to 
prevent the amendment from being 
inserted. 
Of course, tbe measures 


could be debated at great length in tbe 
senate and possibly the provisions 
which 
the 
administration 
opposes 


could be eliminated.

Because the penalty was 
human death, a Perfect Man most die 
for the sinner's release from the death 
sentence, to uplift the willing out of 
sin aiid death conditions—up. up. up 
to fellowship with God and eternal 
life. 
Because the race of Adam in- 


herited naturally his mental, moral, 
and physical defects, therefore none 
of his posterity was worthy of eternal 
life. But in the Divine arrangement, 
as Adam involved all of his children 
and their Paradise home in the wreck 
of sin and death, so a redemption has 
been effected through Christ. 


The great work of Messiah will, 


therefore, be the restoration of the 
world to all that was lost in Eden and 
redeemed at Calvary. The work of 
Restitution, St. Peter tells us, has been 
spoken of "by the mouth of all God's 
holy Prophets since the world began" 
and will be accomplished by Messiah 
at His Second Coming.

Cor- 
respondingly, every wilful sin, every 
violation of conscience and principle, 
"works a defilement and impairment of 
manhood, which likewise will have its 
effect upon the future life in the diffi- 
culty of rising out of degradation to 
the heights of human perfection, Di- 
vine approval and everlasting life. If 
all mankind could appreciate these 
facts, what an Influence it would have 
in restraining and governing self and 


developing self control and true 


manhood!—Galatians 6:7.

The one was hardened, as evi 
deuced by the fact that be could speak 
so rudely to tbe ReA*#mer, whose face 
bespoke gentleness, parity ami iuno- 
ceuce of crime. 
"If Thou be the 


Christ, save Thyself and us:" (Luke 
23:39.) 
Such cruelty Implied a deep 


degradation of mind—implied that la- 
was sin-hardened. 


And yet we must remember that oth- 


ers of the multitude standing by used 
similarly cruel language. 
We must 


remember, too. that there are many 
thieves who are not caught; and that 
there are many, perhaps as morally 
wrong, as evilly Intenttoned. who. for 
fear of the consequences, ne\er com- 
mitted the wrongs. "We 'can even sup- 
pose that some of tbe Scribes and 
Pharisees and Doctors of Dnmity of 
those days were in God's sight much 
worse than the Impenitent thief—mur- 
derers at heart and in deed. Yet of 
the latter St. Peter decktred. "I wot, 
brethren, that through ignorance ye 
did it as did also your rulers,'1 when 
you crucified the Lord of Glory. "Re- 
pent ye therefore and be converts."— 
Acts 3:15:19. 


An Earthly Paradiee. 


Ignorance, superstition and inherited 


depravity all bore down upon the im- 
penitent thief to a degree which we 
are not capable of properly estimating. 
The Lord will judge him—both thieves 
—all mankind. Tbe penitent thief will 
unquestionably have a twofold bless- 
ing: first be will be blessed for his 
penitent attitude of mind; second, he 
will be blessed for his faithfulness in 
expressing that penitence and in show- 
ing mercy to our Lord in His distress. 
Our Lord declared'that even a cup of 
cold water given to tbe least of His 
disciples shall have Its reward. Sure- 
ly it will be in harmony, then, that tne 
penitent thief will have a reward for 
his defense of the Master. 


That reward will consist first of all, 


in the blessing of bis own heart 
through tbe action therein of the mer- 
ciful sentiment. A reward will come 
to him. in proportion to tbe exigencies 
of the occasion and the greatness of 
the One whom he loved. If the one 
who favors a righteous "man will re- 
ceive a righteous man's'reward, and 
the one who favors a prdphet will re- 
ceive a prophet's rewardj surely the 
one who favored the Redeemer will 
receive a special reward, such as the 
Redeemer .might be expected to grant. 


The penitent thief manifested not 


only sympathy, but honesty. He said 
to tbe other, wbo railed at the Lord. 
Dost thon not fear God. seeing thoti 
art in tbe same condemnation? And 
we indeed justly: for we receive the 
due reward for our deeds; but this nun 
Bath done nothing amiss.'' 
(Luke 


28:40. 41.) 
It is entirely hi keeping 


with the general teachings of the 
Lord's Word that the honest-hearted 
and the merciful shall have special 
blessings. 
Those blessings cannot

Advancement In the Church. 


Having already passed seven years 


in Ireland, where be bad become per- 
fectly familiar with its language, its 
manners, habits and customs, be was. 
of course, well qualified to become a 
sattart or theologian abroad, wblcb be 
did and was ordained deacon, priest 
and bishop, and then once more, by tbe 
authority of the pope, he returned to 
Ireland to preach tbe gospel to the 
people be bad come to love so well. 


A popular legend relates that the 


saint and his followers found them- 
selves one cold morning on a mountain 
without a fire to cook their breakfast 
or warm their frozen limbs. On heed- 
ing their complaints Patrick desired 
them to collect a pile of ice and snow- 
balls, which having been done he 
breathed upon it and instantaneously 
it became a pleasant fire—a fire that 
long after served to point a poet's con- 
celt in these lines: 


St. Patrick, as In legends told.

Legend of th« Shamrock. 


The shamrock, or small white clover, 


is almost universally worn In tbe hat 
over all Ireland on St Patrick's day. 
Tbe popular notion is that when St 
Patrick was preaching the doctrine of 
the trinity to the pagan Irish be nsed 
this plant, bearing three leaves upon 
one stem, as a symbol or illustration of 
the great mystery. 
To suppose, as 


some absurdly hold, that he used it as 
ati argument would be derogatory to 
the saint's high reputation for ortho- 
doxy and good sense. But it Is certain- 
ly a curious coincidence, if nothing 
more, that tbe trefoil. In Arabic, is 
called "shamrath" and was held secret 
In Iran as emblematic of tbe Persian 
triads. Pliny, too. in bis natural his- 
tory says that serpents are never seen 
upon trefoil, and it prevails against the 
stings of snakes and scorpions. 


It is said that In tbe Gal tee or Gal- 


tic mountains, situated between the 
counties of Cork and Tlpperary. there 
are seven lakes, in one of which, call- 
ed Ixragh Dllveen. it is said St Pat- 
rick when banishing tbe snakes and 
toads from Ireland chained a monster 
serpent, telling him to remain there 
till Monday.

EFORE tbe Saxons and other 


Teuton tribes bad effected a 
permanent settlement in Eng- 
land the ancestors of tbe Irt«b 


nation tvere enjoying the blessings of 
a Christian civilization. A few cen- 
turies before the English language, 
even In the crudest form, was spoken. 
Gaelic bad blossomed into poetry and 
eloquence. 


Gaelic is admitted by philologists to 


bear a closer resemblance to tbe orig- 
iual language of tbe race than any 
of tbe other Celtic dialects. 
That it 


bas remained unchanged in some re- 
spects during more than 2,000 years is 
evident from tbe fact, among others, 
that place names extending from tbe 
strait of Dardanelles to tbe western 
coast of Europe mean in Gaelic today 
what they meant to the ancient Celts. 


It is now generally admitted among 


linguists that tbe Celtic languages 
stand In a much closer relationship to 
Latin than any other group. 


Tbe features that differentiate tbe 


Brythonic dialects, comprising Welsh, 
Breton and Cornish, from tbe Gaelic 
dialects. Irish. Scottish. Gaelic and 
Manx, are supposed to have first ap- 
peared after the Romans bad left Brit- 
ain in the year 410. At the beginning 
of the Christian era the differences be- 
tween the two groups were probably 
but slight 
Of the Gaelic dialects, to 


old Irish must be assigned the priority, 
as both Scottish Gaelic and Manx can 
be traced back to that original source. 
Even now tbe differences between th$ 
Gaelic spoken by the Irish and the 
Scottish Gaels are scarcely greater 
than those local variations which dis- 
tinguish the language as spoken in 
Minuter. Connaught and Ulster! 


There has been a continuous Gaelic 


literature from the seventb century, 
nearly all of it produced in Ireland, 
though some manuscripts written in 
that language by Jrisb missionaries 
and scholars during that and succeed- 
ing centuries are to be found in vari- 
ous European libraries. It was the 
language which St. Patrick used with 
such surprising and beneficent effect in 
converting the ancient Irish 
from 


druidism to Christianity. Gaelic wus 
probably a familiar speech to him. 
even previous to his capture and en- 
slavement In Ireland. That St. Pat- 
rick was a thorough master of the 
language might be inferred from the 
surprising result of his apostolic la- 
bors. 


The Gaelic of St. Patrick's time was 


not the rude, uncultured speech of 
savages, but a highly developed expo- 
nent of thought and feeling, capable 
of expressing abstract notions as well 
as ideas limited to tbe daily exigencies 
of life. Tbe literary and intellectual 
activity displayed In Ireland, in a pe- 
riod not long removed from tbe days 
of St Patrick, seems to be only ex- 
plicable upon tbe assumption that men- 
tal activity and In a certain sense 
scholarship were not exotics in Ire- 
land, even at the time when St Pat- 
rick labored there. 


During the past three decades tbe 


Irish have become keenly alive to the 
importance of preserving their venera- 
ble language from complete extinction. 
Gaelic is now taught in many of tbe 
national and parish schools, and an 
appeal to Irish patriotism In its be- 
half has not been In vain. Gaelic pro- 
fessorships have been established in 
Trinity college, Dublin. In the College 
of St Patrick at Maynootb and in 
tbe University of Edinburgh, while in 
Oxford, tbe University of Paris and 
other prominent seats of learning pro- 
fessorships of tbe Celtic languages 
have been established. In tbe United 
States Gaelic chairs exist in Harvard 
university, In the Catholic University 
of America at Washington and In 
Notre Dame university of Indiana.
